but generally for a short time. In the 
northern part of the state the weather was 
rather cool, especially at night. Asa whole 
the weather biiB been favorale for crops and 
farm work. Considerable damage was 
done by a severe storm in Pike county. 
Wheat and rye in shock*- has nenrly all 
been threshed; A good yield continues to 
be reported. Oat harvest is practically 
over.' Moby fields in the northern part of 
the state were not harvested on account of 
the very wet ground. Threshing is well 
advanced. The yield is generally good. 
The corn prospect continues good. The 
showery weather forthe past week bos been 
favorable for this crop. In the northern 
and central districts the conditions are 
more favorable than in the southern, 
Chinch bugs have attracked the crop in 
some localities. Broom com is a good 
crop and harvesting has begun. The sec- 
ond crop of clover is good. The apple 
prospect has improved, but some damage 
from bitter rot has been reported. Garden 
truck in abundant. Plowing for wheat has 
been earned on to some extent.

At midnight he was aroused from steep 
by dllllcult breathing and a physician was 
summoned. He found Mr. McMillan Buf- 
fering from heart trouble nnd une (if Ids 
lungs wns "congested. Under n powerful 
sill mil i! nt. he revived and soon was asleep 
again. A second nttttck more violent fol- 
lowed and the doctor found the other 
lung congested. ' lies torn lives failed to 
give relief and tbe Senator died nt *1 
o'clock.

James McMillan was born at Hamilton, 
Ont„ May 12, ISMS, mid. was u resilient 
of Detroit from 1855. ISnrly hi the com- 
mercial success of that city he became 
identified with Us manufacturing Inter- 
eats' and became -in a few years one of 
the big men of that city and of the State 
and the railroad, lake marine, hanking,' 
manufacturing nud general commercial 
world, The fouudnthiu of his fortune 
was laid in the lumber field. Early In 
life he been nte Interested and active in 
politics as a Itepubllcati. In ISM ho wok 
a presidential elector. From 1SS5 to 360(1 
he served ns chairman of the Michigan 
Itepublican *Stnte committee. In ISSi) 
he was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate! out] in LSD," and ngnlu In 1001 he wns 
re-elected. Ills present term expired In 
1007, In Washington- Senator McMillan 
lived .In a palatini home nt 1114 Vermont 
nvenne. In the Semite he hnd great In- 
fluence, especially In committees where 
legislation wns framed, nnd In the inner 
circle of Senators who do the real wnrk 
of that body. He pricticnlly ruled the 
District of Col ninb in and the capital city 
as cliui mi mi nf the committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

Williams, this firm continuing until 1S70 
when he sold out his interest here in the 
store to E. B. Williams nnd removed to 
Salem, Wis., where he entered into part- 
nership in the mercantile business under the 
nn mo of Barnes & Warner, continuing 
this business for several years when he dis- 
posed of his interests in the store and 
retired from active business pursuits. His 
first wife died in 1855 leaving twodauybtere 
surviving, Claire and Cell a, the I nier ^sub- 
sequently becoming the wife of O. C. Stev- 
ens and departing this life nt Viroqun, 
Wisconsin. Tho other daughter, Claire, 
still survives as the wife of E. E, Judd, of 
this city. In IS6fJ Mr, Barnes was married 
to Surah Warner who survives him and 
resides at Salem, WiB. Mr. Barnes was a 
man of tbe old school of sturdy citizens, 
honest, progressive and enterprising, and 
was universally admired for Ins sterling 
qualities as n man and a citizen. Always 
and at all times *'Jack Blunt 11 and out- 
spoken, those who knew him knew- where 
to find him, and finding him could tie to 
him as a sturdy oak that bended not to the. 
breeze or swerved not from a fixed purpose. 
The funeral was held from his late home 
nt 11 ;!KI a. m,, August 4, and was conduct- 
ed by Rev. Montage, the interment being 
ai tbe Antioch Hillside cemetery. His 
death occurred Saturday, Aug. 2nd, 1002, 
at the ripe old age of 80 years.

"Doesn't' do any harm? .Well,. It 
appears that Mont Fe'leedld plenty of • ■ 
harm;" 

"That' was a dlfferemt kind of an 
activity, from Mt Kilauea. In Hawaii, 
where ML Kilauea has not been dis- 
turbed for two years, the eruption is 
of slight consequence. But it is a 
great slgnt 'to Bee the great lake' of 
lava boil over the. sldes/of the crater 
and push Its way down Into the bowl-, 
like valley which has been formed by 
eruptions more violent In the ages 
pasL 

"The sight Is such, an unusual one 
that It causes a great Influx of visitors 
each year, and that naturally is a good 
thing for the Island financially. That's; 
why we like the volcano to be active. 
Kllauea's crater Is the largest In the ■ 
world. People used to go and sit by 
the edge to watch for an overflow of 
the lava. .The guides could tell al* 
most to the minute wnen these over-* 
flows would occur. 

"In 1882 there, threatened a great 
eruption, and the natives were afraid 
that the town of Hllo would be in-*' 
Jured. The Princess Ruth, of the 
royal family of Kamabameba, went to 
the mountain- down which the lava'' 
had begun to run. With her she car- ' 
rled several chickens and one or two . 
other animals. Standing by the edge 
of the crater, she threw up her head—. 
she was one of those imperial-looking 
women and weighed about 40o pounds. 
She called out, addressing the Hawaii- 
an god: 

" 'Pelee, you promised never to hurt 
Hllo; now I come to remind you of; 
your promise.' 

"With this she threw the chickens 
into the lava. The. next day the dis- 
turbance somewhat subsided, and the 
natives attributed to the princess the 
credit of iL"— Washington Times.

Train No. 47 of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Qulncy Railroad was-held up by nix 
masked robbers at 11:30 o'clock Tuesday 
night, the express car blown up" with dy- 
namite aad the safe robbed of a sum l 
estimated to be $2,000. ' 

The robbery took place about 123 miles 
from Chicago; between Savanna, 111., 
and Marcus, a. flag station eight mltcs 
north of that place, Torpedoes •we're plac- 
ed on the track by the bandits and as 
the north -bou ud tralu exploded them the 
engineer shut off the steam and applied 
the brakes, thinking that there was dan- 
ger ahead, 

' The moment the train come tn a stop 
one of the masked robbers sprang aboard 
the engine and thrust a revolver Into the 
face of the engineer and another nt the 
fireman, Both members of the engine 
erew were threatened with death unless 
they obeyed the commauds of the rob- 
bers. ... 
Cut tha Train In Two. 

Meanwhile another bandit stepped 
between the express car and the passen- 
ger coaches and cut the tralu In two, He 
then sprang aboard the engine and order- 
ed tho engineer to pull up the track. 
When the engine had proceeded a short 
distance to a poiut far from any human 
habitation the robbers ordered ' a bait. 
The engineer, with a revolver muzzle 
pressed close to his ear, had nothing to 
do but obey, 

The robbers were well equipped for 
the task before them. They drew slicks 
of dynamite from bulging pockets and 
went toward the express car, taking 
along the engineer and fireman. 

Arriving at the door of the express car, 
the robbers set off the dynamite in their 
possession. This blew the express car 
to pieces. The big safe in the car was 
then shattered by another explosion of 
dynamite, 

The money having been revealed when 

the safe was blown, one of the robbers 

began to pick up the cash nnd throw It 

Into a bag he took from a pocket. V i 

Robbers Flee Into Woods. 

When tho pile of money In sight had 
vanished .inside the bng thq "coin col- 
lector" gave- the signal and his confed- 
erates marched the engine crew back to 
their posts. The engineer and fireman 
were told to pull out as fast as possible 
from the scene. 

The moment the locomotive began to 
move the robbers fled Into the blackness 
of the night and the big patch of woods 
that lined the railway track, As they 
were disappearing In the brush Express 
Messenger Byl Gred and killed one of 
them. The authorities have been unable 
to determine the Identity of the dead 
man. 

Meantime a flagman on the train of 
coaches that bad been left a few miles 
buck on the road, suspecting at once 
what had happened, started on the dead 
run for Savanna to give tho alarm. On 
the way he heard the sound of the double 
explosion that wrecked the express car 
and the safe. 

After a run of several miles the flng- 
mnn arrived at Savanna. He was then 
breathless, but he managed to tell a short 
story of the fate of the train, 

Officers Start In Pursuit. 

Policemen and railway otficinls were 
hurriedly summoned by the station agent, 
to whom the flagman had reported. It 
was then 1 o'clock nnd some difficulty 
was encountered in getting engines nnd 
men together. 

At 1:30 o'clock, however, nn rnglne wns 
attached to' a coach and the latter, filled 
with heavily armed officers and railway 
employes, started from Savanna for the 
scene of the robbery. It was the Inten- 
tion of the officials to beat the woods on 
both sides of the railway In an endeavor 
to catch the bandits, 
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Aside from heavy rains ii 
Texas, the week's crop 
tiews'is encouraging, Man- 
ufacturing plants are well occupied as a 
rule.

Notwithstanding the 
rapid Increase In producing capacity,' con- 
sumptive demand has grown still faster, 
nod the recent official report of a new 
high record of pig iron production at 8,- 
808,574 tons for the tlrut half of 1002 
Is accompanied by the statement that un- 
sold stocks nt the end of that period were 
only 20.S01 tons, compared with 3T2,r.0O 
tons a year previously. The first month 
of the second half of 1001! has brought 
no diminution Id impilries, but some de- 
crease In output owing to scarcity of fuel, 
Imports are very large In order to keep 
the steel mills provided with material 
and offerings of foreign billets hare 
chucked the upward tendency of prices, 
Of engines, machinery and heavy hard- 
ware there is a serious shortage, orders 
for delivery in 1002 being out of the ques- 
tion. Steel rails and structural material 
contracts hnve been booked far ahead. 

Grain prices declined sharply ns the 
month of speculative manipulation drew 
to a close and legitimate. trading resum- 
ed a more normal volume. Cotton, held 
fairly steady, more bass use of the large 
short Interest than the Moods la Texas. 
Thus far It Is probable* that' rains have 
done more good than barm, Demands 
for consumption contluc liberal. Meats 
have also shown a tendency to seek 
slightly lower quotations, but light re- 
ceipts and higher quality do not promlso 
any extensive relief In the Immediate fu- 
ture.

Shortly before 
midnight McGlnnis left Davenport, 
Wash,, with twenty-five heavily armed 
mcii In a wagon. Before they arrived 
Tracy hnd left tho shelter of (ho Hwnnip 
nnd tnken to the open country. It la 
thought he expected to overawe his ene- 
mies and repeat the remarkable successes 
that marked his career.

where repose the nshes of potentate and 
subject, of statesmen nnd warriors and 
scientists and men of letters the crown 
of Kingly jurisdiction has been placed

upon the head of England's seventh Ed- 
ward. 

To nod nnd subdued was the ceremony 
Saturday as compared with the gorgeous 
spectacle which' was planned for .Tune 20 
last aud which had to be deferred owing 
to the critical sickness of the King^ To 
meet the changed situation, the ceremo- 
nies within the abbey were curtailed and 
much of the pomp and splendor was omit- 
ted. The coronntion wns simpler In (tone 
and was as much a thanksgiving service 



In historic Westminster Abbey' wera 
Katheredrepresentatires fromevery'; cor- 
ner of a worldwide empire, to lend grace 
nnd Impressivencss' and majesty to the 
scene. There were the Immediate' mem- 
bers of. the royal house of En gland,. There' 
were colonial premiers nnd envoys from 
states Which were independent of" iho. 
British government when Victoria was' 
crowned slxty-f our years ago. There 
were ; the lords temporal liiiu the, lords, 
splritiiul of the United Kingdom, resplen- 
dent In their' robes of state and embody- 
ing the power and the Influence Which 
have' mode England great and respected 
among the nations of the world. There 
were peeresses lu their jewels and cor- 
onets and crimson robes nnd 'other lovely 
women reflecting the graces and the 
beauty of foreign lands.. There was 
united almost all grades of civilization 
and almost all of the religious belief a 
common among 'men. There the repre- 
sentatives of republican simplicity 
touched elbows with. tho representatives 
of constitutional royalty and with those 
who still adhere to the rule of nutocr.icy 
and despotism. The east met the west 
within the historic walls and Indian 
princes with pedigrees and family tra- 
ditions dating back for thousands of 
years gazed upon the same scenes with 
representatives from that land of yester- 
day—Australia, 

Lacking In Display. 

Amid such a aecne as this King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra were crown- 
ed, They drove from Buckingham Pal- 
ace to the abbey in the royal state coach 
drawn by eight ■ cream-colored Flemish 
horses— the Bamc used by the late Queen 
Victoria iu the year of her jubilee. 'The 
route to the abbey was ablaze with dec- 
orations and was liued by vast numbers 
of people. There were vneant places on 
many of the stands, however, for a large 
Klin re of the sightseers gathered for the 
coronation last June have since scattered 
over the continent, while some returned 
to their homes in America and In the 
provinces. 

The intensity of the enthusiasm a rotiHCd 
over the coronation date in June had died 
out to a large extent and the scenes In 
the streets as well as In the abbey were 
tame compared with what they would 
have been had the coronation taken place 
lu June. In the abbey there was not the 
pic tu rest] no and imposing audience that 
would have witnessed the coronation In 
June, There were no foreign princes In 
attendance and the special envoys who 
came to London for the coronation in 
June had returned to their homes. The 
gathering was thus more of a domestic or 
rather of an Imperialistic nature. The 
colonics through their premiers were well

a display of ostentatious power and pride. 
Salutes from the Tower of London and 
tbe guns nt Hyde Park at 4:30 a. m.

Tho sunrise guns found many people on 
the streets, some of whom had not lain 
down all night, and many others who had

sion is to pass. The weather was cloudy 
and lowering. 

The. superstitious dread of some further 
disaster to cause another postponement 
of the ceremonies would not down and 
Bcrrcd to mar the spirit of the day. Tho 
King himself was as nervous in this re- 
gard as the most superstitious of his peo- 
ple. Despite his recovered health the 
strain of waiting had 'been heavy upon 
him, and It is siiid that he slept little 
during Friday nigllt and rose before 4 
o'clock. 

Little of the elnborate street prepara- 
tions made upon the previous occasion 
were to bo seen; and In place of the miles 
of streets hung with gorgeous .decora- 
tions and flanked by a bulwark of stauds 
there was but the small distance between 
Buckingham Palace and Westminster 
Abbey in which any sign of a great coin- 
ing event could, be discerned, The sight- 
seeing public' looked in Vain for the blnzc 
of barbaric splendor which was so lm- 

Srcsslve during the few days before the 
ate previously set for the coronation, 
far the. foreign embassies had gone to 
their homes, ltns Mekonnen, the special 
ambassador, of Kliig Mcnelck, .king of 
Abyaslnla," being- the only exception to 
this rule. The in aio thoroughfares, miles 
of whlchwere gny wlHi flags and bunt- 
ing in June, wor^strlppcd except for the 
Illumination iixtA's which were allowed

Ceremony of Coronation, 
The ritual of the coronation was cur- 
tailed greatly and no unnecessary strain 
was laid upon the King. Tho ceremony 
did not last longer than an hour nnd phy- 
sicians were on hand In case there should 
be any demand for tliolr services. All 
superfluous prayers and functions were 
omitted. The coronation of the King was 
carried out by Archbishop Temple and 
the anointing and crowning of Qucca 
Alexandra by the Archbishop of York. - 

lVldte the postponement of the corona- 
lion in June was a great disappointment 
to the people, there Is no disguising the 
fact that the King's sickness, by arousing 
public sympathy, has greatly popularized 
him. And the note that ran through the 
coronation cet]pmonlcs of Snturday was 
one of satisfaction and rejoicing that the 
King has been restored to his people.

TYPHOID IS EPIDEMIC.

Ciilcaeo Health Statistics Show Hfg Tn- 
crctiHc In Disease. 

Typhoid, fever Is 1 epidemic in Chicago, 
according to reports ri-om hospitals nnd 
statement*) of physicians. At the Cook 
County Hospital Eriduy there , were 250 
cases of the disease, or more than threo 
times as many as wore under treatment 
at the corresponding season last year. 

That typhoid fever Is swiftly Increasing 
In prevalence Is shown by the fact, that 
of the 250 cases at tho county hospital 
117 have been gained since the beginning 
of August, the record for July being 133, 
In other words, the increase lias been 88 
per cent in less than a third of a month. 
The whole city, according to the health 
department, has -10 to 50 per cent more 
typhoid cases than are norma liy known 
nt this season of the year. 

If the epidemic keeps tip for throe days 
more the capacity of the Cook County 
Hospital will be exhausted, "Then," said 
Warden Ilappol, "we shall have to place 
beds In the corridors unless private hos- 
pitals come to our relief." The county 
hospital, it Is snld by medical men, af- 
fords a fairly reliable test of the general 
health of metrooplitnn Chicago, since tho 
patients are drawn from nil sides of tho 
city nnd from the suburbs.
